Our Irises usually show their best bloom during 
the first week of June; Oriental Poppies and Peonies 
first to third weeks; and Hemerocallis during July. 
Each July day finds more than 100 diffe ent named 
Hemerocallis in bloom. Daylily blcom begins about 
the middle of May and cont:nues until freezing 
weather in the fall. Plant them for better homes 
and better living. 

Beardless Irises may be shipped througout the 
season except when in bloom. They shoud have 
plenty of meisture until established. Bearded Irises 
are shipped from early July to the clos2 of the 
season. Planting instructions accompany all ship- 
ments.
